Broken bar backlash

aluminum bars by Ron Schneiders 
during his “coverage” of the Shamrocks 
qualifier. There is no reason to make 
one incident sound like an everday 
occurence. He failed to mention that at 
least one-third of the riders were using 
aluminum bars. This includes some top 
factory teams as well as one of the top 
club teams. 

Aluminum bars are proven to be 
stronger than steel plus they cause less 
rider fatigue. Our club has used them 
exclusively for two years and we have 
had no bad experiences. Breakage such 
as this can be caused by improper 
mounting as was probably the cause in 
this case. 

The A.M.A. recently approved one 
manufacturer’s bars for competition 
after one year of testing. 

I don’t know why Ron does not like 
aluminum bars. Perhaps he should try a 
pair sometime. Certainly in the interest 
of fair reporting he should check with 
some of the top desert, enduro and 
motocross riders now using them before 
printing pictures with adverse subtitles.

Wright principle 


For Paul Carpenter, and the class four 
license test: 

To begin a right turn from a vertical, 
straight-line travel direction, 

A. You push gently on the left 
handlebar. 

B. You tilt your head and shoulders 
to the right. 

C. You place more weight on the 
right footpeg. 

D. You press your left knee into the 
tank. 

E. You slide and tilt your pelvis to 
the right. 

F. You push gently on the right 
handlebar then re-neutralize. 

G. None of the above. 

Ive included so many answers so as 
to include all the myths I’ve ever heard. 
No other question has the importance 
or fundamental impact as this one. No 
question or concept is more important 
to the neophyte rider, for after trying to 
grasp the operation of clutch and 
throttle, myths only tend to shorten 
his/her lifespan when the first turn is 
attempted. 

The correct answer is F. A common 
mnemonic for understanding could be: 
"Push right to turn right." Please note 
that the question specified how does 
one begin the turn, not how does one 
complete the turn. 

No words or 'point and scream' 
tactics that I or anyone might use to 
attack or defend this most important 
principle can yield better 
comprehension (even by so-called 
experts) than a quick ride around the 
block and — a trial push.

Preston Petty integral 

taillight fender 

When these fenders first came out we 
wondered how many riders would shell 
out twenty bucks for a fender. At the 
recent Shamrocks ISDT Qualifier I 
would estimate 60% of the riders were 
using them. Why? The fender looks 
bitchen for one thing and the built in 
taillight is just about unbreakable, | 
found this out in a super get-off in 
which the bike landed on the fender 
two or three times. 

It mounts a little different than the 
regular fender in that the sides have to 
be mounted in a spread position if you 
are running a wide rear tire. The tail- 
light doesn’t protrude much either 
which prevents catching your leg as you 
swing it over mounting or dismounting 
your scoot. My stoplight still works 
after a qualifier and a national enduro 
so it appears to be insulated from vi- 
bration also. Preston continues to 
amaze me. At your local dealer. 





Inter-Am aluminum handlebars 


When you think of aluminum you don’t 
think of it being super strong normally, 
but Inter-Am claims their bars are 40% 
stronger than conventional chrome-moly 
bars. Well I’m not an engineer and cer- 
tainly don’t have access to testing equip- 
ment so I have to depend on good old 
seat of the pants testing. The same crash 
that tested the durability of the Preston 
Petty fender also served to check out the 
claims of the Inter-Am folks. The bars 
did not bend which surprised me all to 
hell. Not only that but they flex which 
helps keep your arms from tiring. I have 
a set of what they call a “universal” 
bend which I found most comfortable. 
You must round the edges of the clamps 
to prevent the bars from breaking at the 
clamp. A number of top enduro riders 
are using the bars and all that I talked 
to had nothing but good to say 

about them. Inter-Am Bike Supplies, 
Inc., 751 Monroe Way, Placentia, CA 
92670.

Fun ‘N’ Fast skid plate 


Fun ‘N’ Fast’s steel skid plate provides 
good protection for my XL-350 Honda. 
However, the mounting leaves a little to 
be desired. It is bolted on with one bolt 
(engine mount) and has two supports 
which slide over the bottom frame 
tubes. Although the one bolt mounting 
does make it easy to get the skid plate 
on and off, the first rock you hit 
loosens it up enough to vibrate and 
rattle. This will fatigue the mounting 
bracket and it will break. Stuffing some 
foam rubber between the engine and 
skid plate will keep the skid plate from 
rattling and breaking the bracket. The 
side plates are wide enough to protect 
the mag side cases of the Honda which 
are very soft. 


Uni folding wheel rack 

This folding rack is very versatile in 
that it folds down when not in use. It 
has held up a heavy Honda without 
failure. Mounting is fairly easy but I 
would recommend using some long 
bolts to mount it with instead of the 
sheet metal screws which come with 
the rack. Uni, Inc., 13522 Newhope 
Street, Garden Grove, CA 92643.

Uni Pod filter 


This filter differs from the normal 
foam type filter marketed by Uni 
and others in that it has a built in 
flange for mounting. This makes it 
last longer than the unflanged foam 
filters because it does not tear and 
rip around the hose clamp. The Pod 
filter comes with a spring inside to 
maintain shape. This makes the filter 
harder to clean, but not much. 











Webco route chart holder 


Webco’s aluminum route chart holder 
has been around as long as I have been 
involved in enduro riding. It’s still prety 
pretty good. It mounts to the handle- 
bar with two overside hose clamps. A 
plexiglass cover is flush mounted to the 
box which keeps dust and water out. 
The only problem is after awhile the 
steel rollers wear out the aluminum 
box. This can be cured by drilling out 
the holes and inserting rubber grom- 
ments for bushings. I’ve even seen 
brass bushings used. The rollers hold 
enough tape for a good long enduro. 

It held my whole route chart for the 
117 mile Red Garter Enduro and I 
write my schedule up every minute. 
Available through your local dealer.

Rowe Products' wheel truing stand 


In the same packet with the improved 
spoke wrench was this item, which goes 
together like an oversize Erector set. The 
two neatly webbed, rigid legs bolt to a 
less-than-rigid base plate which is, in 
turn, steadied by a pair of cross straps. 
Unless it's solidly bolted down to a 
heavy, rigid work surface or clamped in 
a monster vise, this baseplate becomes 
the weak link in the lashup. 

Standing by itself, the baseplate al- 
lows the legs to spread under a heavy 
chucking load (and if you have a heavy 
wheel, it takes a heavy load to get it to 
center up on the conical centers), in turn 
cocking the centers (see photo). Besides, 
with the wheel chucked in, you can 
waggle it about with just your hand. So 
much for accuracy, unless you get that 
baseplate dogged down. 

Still, the stand is compact enough 
you could throw it in your van to take 
care of in-field emergencies, using your 
own axle resting in the V-notches on top 
of the legs. The wheel turns on the axle 
as it would in the bike, and the whole 
set-up even seems more rigid than when 
it's chucked between centers. 

Indication of high and low spots is 
by a relatively soft, bendable pointer 
made from a threaded rod, held by its 








threads in a universal fitting. It works, 
in fact you can use it tire off or tire on, 
but the set-up on it is kind of tedious. 
If you're using this stand in a shope to 
make money, it's too tedious. A smooth, 
rather than threaded, rod in a different 
type of clamp would be far quicker. 

At $74 retail, the stand's a little 
steep for the weekend warrior (though 
for what shops are getting to true 
wheels these days, it wouldn't take 
many crashes to pay back). From the 
shop's standpoint, the rig is really not 
set up for fast, high-productivity work. 

It does its intended job, though how 
well it does it depends on what you ask 
of it. Shop around, and if you find the 
Rowe unit's price is justified by your 
needs, then it's a tool you'll get a life- 
time's use from. 





Super Six spoke wrench revisited 
It wasn't long ago that we tested one 
of Rowe Products' spoke wrenches to 
destruction ("Spoke Wrench, Broke 
Wrench" CN February 25, p. 15) when 
it went “ping” while wrenching a 
particularly uncooperative nipple. 
Shortly thereafter, the company prez 
himself called, offering the new, im- 
proved Super Six to test. 

How improved? To understand 
that, you’ve got to understand how it’s 
made. This wrench is diecast, not 
forged, from a heat-treatable alloy. 
The final strength of the product is 
controlled by the heat treatment, the 
object being to walk a thin line be- 
tween too soft and too hard. Too 
soft, it breaks. Too hard, it tears up 
aluminum spoke nipples. 

Taking that idea into numbers, the 
original wrench (the one we broke) 
was treated to withstand 155 inch- 
pounds at the spoke nipple. Aluminum 
nipples start to round off at the corners 
when torqued over 180 .nch-pounds. 
Our test convinced the manufacturer 
that many people decide their wheels 
are tight enough just about the time 
they are rounding off nipples. So the 
heat-treat has been re-specified; the 
wrench will now take 225 inch-pounds. 
The extra padding is a safety factor 
against ham-handedness. 

We stacked the improved Super 
Six up against the ultimate test, a 
horribly warped Harley rim with which 
a fellow editor had centerpunched an 
Ossa. The wrench won. ‘Tis better to 
depend on the mechanic’s discretion to 
avoid tearing up nipples than it is for 
the wrench to go “ping.”

Bob Ottow gas/oil front forks 


It is possible to have forks like the 
factory works bikes; these forks are gas 
over oil utilizing no internal springs. 
This kit has been developed by Bob 
Ottow for Maicos but is applicable to 
most bikes. 

The kit contains all the fittings, 
seals, taps and drills that are needed to 
complete the job. It can be installed by 
the average person in about an hour, 
after the forks are off of the bike, 
with the most difficult part being the 
drilling of the holes for the air fittings 
on the caps and the holes in the legs 
for the allen screws which hold the 
seals in. Kits for later model Maicos 
will probably have new caps provided. 

As for the forks they have to be in 
excellent shape. The reason for this is 
if you have any big scratches or nicks 
in the tubes the air can leak out. After 
the kit is on the bike it is recommended 
that you use boots to protect the forks 
from flying debris. 

Once the kit is installed and back on 
the bike you add oil and air in relation 
to how stiff you like the bike to ride, 
your own riding ability, and the rough- 
ness of the course. In plain figures that 
would be 290 to 350cc of 20 weight 
oil and about 30 to 45 psi of air. 

The price will be under $75, which 
is very reasonable considering that you 
are getting a factory modification, 
much better handling and an adjust- 
able suspension. For more information 
contact Bob Ottow at 2100 Alameda 
Street, Compton, CA 90222.

Works Performance shocks 


If you want a long travel suspension 
but you don’t have the big bucks to 
pay for it, take a look at what the guys 
over at Works Performance Products are 
putting out. For the conventionally 
mounted shocks they have a six inch 
travel unit, and for modified frames or 
late model moved-up suspension they 
have a four inch travel shock. Either of 
these units will yield seven inches of 
controlled travel. 

With a weight of just three pounds 
13 ounces, this unit is very light, also 
very strong. The housing is aluminum 
and chrome-moly which has been heat 
treated. To insure that you have a very 
hard time bending these shocks the 
shafts are induction hardened chrome- 
moly. The spring is shot-peened 
chrome-silicone steel which has been 
Kal-guarded. 

Works Performance Products has 
two spring rates for the shocks, 60 and 
100 pounds, so you can get these units 
dialed into your riding style. Other 
than changing spring rates, all we 
would recommend doing is to replace 
the ATF with Bel-Ray shock oil. 

Out on the track after 45 minutes of 


hard riding there was no noticeable fade. 


In fact you could still grab onto the oil 
coolers. The ride itself was very plush 
even with 60 pound springs and a rider 
that is a little on the heavy side. It is 
almost impossible to bottom these units 
but if you do there is no loud clunk or 
odd movement from the rear end. 

For eighty dollars we feel they are a 
good deal. Take into consideration the 
fact that they are completely rebuild- 
able and the parts are available at any 
parts house. For more information 
contact, Works Performance Products, 
20970 Knapp Street, Chatsworth, CA 
91311.

For the discriminating rider.

LSI/Bon-Aire "Cal-Am" 
spoiler helmet 


How do you test a helmet? If you're like 
most people, you're limited to falling on 
your head and asking yourself if you're 
still here afterwards. Being less than 
brave, we decided long ago to see whose 
standards the helmet passes, then wear 
it for a long time and try not to fall on 
our head(s). 

The Cal-Am spoiler (which you astute 
cats may recognize as something 
American Eagle started to distribute be- 
fore going belly-up) passes SHCA, CSA 
(Canadian), ANSI Z-90.1 (1971) and 
ANSI Z90.1A (1973). It was submitted 
for the Federal D.O.T. certification and 
failed because (get this) it couldn’t take 
the “thumbnail scratch test.” 

“Whazzat?” you ask. That’s the one 
in which they give it to some horny- 
handed baboon to scratch on the 
“D.O.T. approved” decal for two hours. 
If the decal comes off, the helmet 
flunks. Can you dig it? 

So LSI/Bon-Aire has just invested 
$5000 in a hot-stamp machine to per- 
manently mark the polycarbonate 
shell as we march onward and upward 
in the name of safety. 

As to the wearing, the helmet is just 
fine. In fact, it's the most liveable full- 
face helmet our boy has ever worn, 
and that's coming from one who nor- 
mally hates full-face helmets. 

The peripheral vision is faultless, 
with plenty of facescreen area. The 
face shield itself is perforated just be- 
low the nose for ventilation. It still 
fogs up when you breathe hard at a 
standstill, but get moving just fast 
enough to get some breeze coming, 
and it clears instantly. 

The helmet sits easily on the head, 
which lends a feeling of light and 
airiness to it. The “spoiler lip” on the 
shell is a maybe yes, maybe no" 
thing as to generating noticeable down- 
force. The helmet will lift at speed, if 
a good gust gets under your chin. Still, 
we tend to say maybe yes, it does 
work, after riding upwards of 100 mph 
into the wind with it. At that speed, 
you feel the wind alright, but the hel- 
met tries to flatten your nose with the 
face shield, rather than lift. At more 
moderate speeds it’s like sitting in 
your family sedan. 

Our one major gripe — we were con- 
stantly having to tighten the two self- 
tapping screws that the flip-up face 
shield pivots on. About once every 
couple of days, they work loose and 
the shield won't stay up when it's 
flipped back. Bloody awkward. 

LSI/Bon-Aire does not market the 
helmets it manufactures. Instead, the 
factory distributes them to large- 
volume outlets like Sears, Penney's,

W.T. Grant; Ward's, and the like who 
retail them at $45 and up. Normally 
you don't go into a discount chain 
store looking for a helmet, but if 
you're into comfortable, easy riding, 
you should try on one of these if you 
see it. 








Shoei helmet 


With more and more people starting to 
ride motorcycles as an alternate means 
of transportation it becomes more im- 
portant to know about good head pro- 
tection. There are many tests which set 
the standards for helmet safety, with 
the Department of Transportation 
jumping in most recently. 

The Shoei helmet is one of the few 
helmets to pass all of these tests includ- 
ing the D.O.T. When you first look at it 
you might say to yourself, “Gads, that 
looks like a Bell Star. “This would be a 
very intelligent observation on your 
part. The difference is in the construc- 
tion and the price. 

It is a pressure molded fiberglass unit 
with a non-resilient foam inner liner. 
Both models, full face and open face, 
have 120 degrees of peripheral vision so 
nobody can sneak up on you. As for the 
price the Shoei is about: $10 under the 
competition. 

Ihad a chance to do a little crash 
testing with one of the helmets in a 
head to ground contact and I can testify 
to the fact that I did not get my brains 
scrambled when I went over the bars at 
40 mph.

Nylon MX pants? What won’t they think 
of next, I thought, as I struggled to stuff 


a size-38 beer gut into a pair of bright 
yellow size mediums, just certain that 
riding would tear hell out of them, as- 
suming I didn’t split the seams before I 
had a chance to fall off. 

However, both modesty and tender 
hide have survived several days of off 
and on trailing, trialing, and low-keyed 
crashing. Granted, nylon makes no pre- 
tense of being the hide-protector that 
leather is, (We finally managed to de- 
stroy the seat by sliding a considerable 
distance on same.) but you pay a price 
for leather in more ways than one. 
Two things work in nylon’s favor. It’s 
kinda stretchy and, properly tapered, 
stays close-fitting through a wide range 
of body movement without discomfort. 

| It's also slippery, which means it will 
shrug off a lot of abuse, even though it 
doesn't have leather's brute abrasion 
insulation. 

The MX Gear pants from Royal 
Industries/Grant Division are lightly 
padded at knees and hips with inserts 
of low-density foam. I inadvertantly 
tested the knee pads by banging that 
joint against a rock and found them 
adequate. In fact, "adequate" at a 
price is exactly what they're intended to 
be, for thrashing through creosote 


bushes, scrabbling around on rocky hills, 


sliding down hills slightly ahead of the 
motorcycle, sliding out gracefully after 
missing a berm altogether, you know, 
all the things most people do while 
playbiking at moderate speeds. They 
cost about as much as Levis. 

The pants were tightly-woven enough 
to be wind-proof, but not watertight 


without added treatment. They do shrug 


off most soils and (cheers from The 
Wife) survive washing after washing with 
all seams intact. Really, viewed just as 
clothing, they're well-sewn, comfortably 
cut and styled. Viewed as motorcycle 
clothing, they're the answer to the play- 
biker's prayer for gear that's cheaper 
than leather. 

Jerseys and mandarin-collared wind- 


breakers are also available, styled to com- 


plement the pants, and note that sizes 
are offered for your resident BXer, 
as well. 





The Gold Belt by Simon 


If you've ever had to struggle with 
those buckle-up body belts, you'll 
appreciate Alan Simon's invention, 
which he calls the Gold Belt. It holds 
your innards in like the conventional 
“kidney belts” that look like some- 
thing women’s lib threw away, yet the 
Gold Belt is easy to live with, fits most 
midsections, goes on and off easily, 
and lasts longer than most items in 
your riding kit. For waist sizes 27" to 
40", get the original Old Gold Belt. 
For the wasp-waisted ladies and kids 
(down to 20"' waist) there is a new 
mini Gold Belt, which sells for only 
$12.95. The original, grown-up size 
costs $16.95. 

Velcro is the secret to the Gold 
Belt's success.

in Holland

ST. ANTHONIS, HOLLAND, MAR. 16 
Husqvarna dominated the first 
500cc International motocross of 
the season at St. Anthonis, placing 
three riders in the top six 
positions. With 500cc World 
Champion Heikki Mikkola injured, 
teammate and fellow Finn Kalevi 
Vehkonen scored an overall 
victory for the Swedish firm. American 
Brad Lackey backed up Vehkonen’s 
performance, taking second; and Swede 
Arne Lindfors rounded out the Husky 
effort in sixth. 

Maico’s new ace Frans Sigmans, Dutch 
500cc champion, was set to collect the 
winner’s laurels after winning the first 
leg and finishing runner-up to Vehkonen 
in the second. On the first lap of the 
final leg, however, a double disaster 
forced him out of the overall results. 
While leading the pack into the second 
lap, his front wheel collapsed as a flying 
stone dislodged his chain. 

Dutch Suzuki works rider Gerrit 
Wolsink took over the lead for the 
remainder of the race, making up for his 
second moto leg retirement after leading 
for four laps when a rear shock snapped. 

Second in the first leg behind 
Sigmans, the Dutch compatriots earned 
the sympathy of the home crowd as 
machine troubles ruined their valiant 
efforts. 

America’s two grand prix contenders, 
Lackey and Bultaco works runner Jim 
Pomeroy, hoisted the stars and stripes as 
a warning for the coming season. 

Fifth in the first leg, Lackey repeated 
the position the second time out. And 
in the third leg demonstrated his 
specialist technique of powering from 
the back to score yet another fifth after 
starting 23rd. 

Pomeroy rode consistently to fourth 
overall with 8-6-13 placings finding it 
difficult to make up for a poor start in 
the last leg. 

Yamaha star Hakan Andersson, 1973 
250cc World Champion, collided with 
Adolf Weil on the first lap of the first 
leg. Weil managed to hold on to his

second place but Andersson fell. 
Remounting almost last in a field of 44 
starters, he fought through to 17th over 
ten laps through the black sand of St. 
Anthonis. 

In the second leg Andersson rode 
without incident to third place but 
struck trouble again in the third. 
Halfway through the final race he 


clashed with another rider, destroying 
his rear brake lever. Unperturbed, he 
turned on the power to relegate 
Vehkonen to fourth place. a

Tim Bowman (400 Yam), 
the winner two weeks ago, moved off 
the trail to pass another rider in the dust 
and centerpunched a rock, doing 
handstands for 30 yards before bailing 
off.

Conroy moved past Owens about two 
miles past the bomb and really moved 
out for the rest of the 33-mile loop, 
coming into the pits with a four-minute 
lead over Schmid. Owens held third, 
having been passed by Schmid when he 
overshot a turn. He was still first 
Novice. Another Novice, Jim Artz (400 
Yam) was running fourth, followed by 
Kim McKean (400 Hus). Von Peterson 
(400 CZ), was next, running first 
Amateur. 

About halfway around the second 
loop, Conroy dropped out with a 
broken transmission. Schmid took the 
lead at that point. Peterson worked his

He then worked 
his way into the top 30 at the end of 
the first loop, eighth on the second loop 
and fifth at the finish. His long chase 
got him first 250 Expert money out of 
the $500 purse. 

Dennis Tipton (Bul) was sixth, first 
250 Amateur. In seventh was Don 
Rotundo (Hus), in for second Open 
Amateur. Rotundo is also leading the 
Open class points chase and this race 
paid maximum points. 

Two weeks ago, we skipped over Lee 
Wilson when he finished second in the 
0-200 Novice event. We apologize. This 
time he did even better, finishing at 
11th overall and first Novice on his 175 
Husky. Roger Jensen of the Half Fast 
M.C. was second Novice, winning his 
class on a 250 Honda. 

Paul Harris (250 Hon) was the overall 
Beginner winner, finishing ahead of 
Mike Dixon (250 Yam) and Clyde 
Hosterman (400 Yam). 
Bultaco-mounted Chris Felts was the 
first small-bore Beginner across the line. 

The 33-mile course was pretty tight, 
with a lot of uphill-downhill sections. 
Most of the riders I talked to said they 
really liked it. 

Remember, the DRA’s class for riders 
over 40 will start at the next race, April 


13 at Adelanto, and they'll be 
accumulating points for a Number One 
plate next year. e.

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Why standard parts 


don't cost the same 
The other day a friend laid this 


homily 


on me: 


“You know, 


there’s a front wheel bearing fora 


Harley 


$12 for. I can go to a Chevy dealer 
and buy the same part numbered 
bearing for $3.50. What a ripoff!” 
A classic case of “let the buyer be- 


ware,” no? I’ve run into the same thing 
with Porsches. The point/set on a Type 
356 Porsche is exactly the same part as 
on a Volkswagen. In 1966 prices, the 
points cost $3.75 from a Porsche dealer 
and $1.89 from a VW shop. Howcome? 

Is the dealer really ripping you off to 
the tune of 200% or more? Not bloody 
likely, if he’s locked into the factory as 
a source for his spare parts. He, and 
you, and even the factory are all victims 
of basic cost accounting practices that 
can yield several different costs for the 
exact same off-shelf part. Here’s how it 
works: 

If you build anything for sale at a 
profit, you generally figure your selling 
price to be what it cost you to make the 
gidget, plus a markup. Say you make 
fibreglass seats. You know that into 
each seat goes $3 worth of resin, $2 
worth of chopped fibre, and (say) an 
hour of your time, at $5 an hour. So the 
seat you made cost you $10, not 
counting upholstery ог special 
trimmings. Then to make it worth your 
while, you turn around and sell it for 
$15. Pretty simple, for a one man 
operation. Everything is just materials 
plus labor. 

Trouble is, as you expand beyond the 
one man, shade tree operation, per-unit 
costs get harder and harder to figure. In 
addition to the direct costs of labor and 
materials, you’ve now got overhead — 
rent on the building, the secretary’s 
salary, the utility bills, all these things 
get. paid out regardless of what you 
build or how many. But you’ve got to 
take in enough money through sales to 
cover these bills, or the business bleeds 
to death. 

Enter the cost accountant — the 
bespectacled wizard who takes all these 
bills and figures out how much to add 
to the price of each unit to cover them. 
Actually, it’s no wizard trick, it’s simple 
math, and it explains at one swoop the 
apparent "'ripoffs" in the trade. 

Take the Boss' salary, for instance. 
Say the ol' boy draws 100 d a year. 
If (say) you build 10,000 bikes a year, 
you add $10 to the factory outlet cost 
of each bike to cover the Boss' pay. If 
you make a million bikes a year, the 
Boss needs only ten cents a bike to salt 
his pile. 

See it now? You stock spare parts in 


dresser that the dealers get 


proportion to your production volume, 
and figure the costs of those spares by 
the same formula. And an unbelievable 
number of items are standard parts 
available from any big industrial jobber. 


Especially standardized parts like 
bearings and screws and electrical 
pieces. So Chevrolet and 


Harley-Davidson buy an SAE standard 
bearing from the same jobber at the 
same price. But because Chevrolet buys 
100 times as many of those bearings as 
Harley-Davidson, Chevrolet assigns only 
a hundreth as much additional cost (or 
“burden” as accountants call it) to each 
one. Same goes for Porsche and 
Volkswagen. And also for (say) Honda 
versus Ducati. Yes, many off-shelf 
Japanese and European parts are built 
to the same metric standard. 





This is especialy true of ball and 


roller bearings. Say your exotic 
European Hoodinski just chuffed its 
lower end. Chances are, if you know 
your metric standards, you can walk 
into a Honda or Yamaha dealership and 
order most any bearing you need. Better 
yet, if you live in a big industrial area, 
you might be able to walk into a big 
industrial bearing outlet and get the 
same metric standard bearing for less 
than it cost the Honda dealer. 

This works for bearings, seals, 
threaded fasteners, Woodruff keys, and 
even things you wouldn’t suspect, like 
tapered shafts, pins, cable fittings, 
O-rings, circlips and even gears. It’s all 
the more reason for going metric, 
because so „many comprehensive 
international standards exist for 
industrial parts. 

If, in your travels, you come across 
some good metric standards that apply 
to hard-to-find replacement parts, let ol’ 
Papa Wealey know and we'll pass the 
word along to the rest of the readers. 
We'll beat the game yet.

Meriden 
Triumph 
factory deal 
explained 


LONDON, ENGLAND — 

At a meeting held March 6, 1975, 
at the British government’s De- 
partment of Trade and Industry, a 
remarkable series of documents 
were signed, ending a unique. labor 
dispute which began when Norton 
Villiers Triumph, Ltd. announced the 
closure of its Meriden, England factory 
in September of 1973. The agreement 
finalized the sale by NVT of the factory 
to a Co-operative formed by the 
Meriden factory workers, and followed 
passage in the British House of 
Commons of a historic resolution 
authorizing the government to finance 
the sale. Thus ended an 18-month 
deadlock brought about by a “‘sit-in” of 
the Meriden workers, and restored the 
factory to full productior of Triumph 
twins and parts. 

Under terms of the agreement, the 
Meriden Co-op acquires from Norton 
Villiers Triumph the factory buildings at 
Meriden and two-thirds of the 
equipment and machinery — the 
remaining one-third to be transferred by 
NVT to its factories at Small Heath and 
Wolverhampton. All rights to the 
Triumph name, however, as well as the 
rights to all designs, patents and future 
engineering developments, are retained 
exclusively by Norton Villiers Triumph. 
In addition, NVT retains ownership of 
all Triumph tooling, which it will lease 
to the Co-op on a job-by-job basis. The 
Co-op is under a two-year contract to 
manufacture exclusively for NVT 
certain model Triumph twin-cylinder 
motorcycles — mostly the Bonneville 
750 — and related sparé parts, which 
NVT will market through its existing 
worldwide dealer network alongside its 
present lines of Triumph Trident and 
Norton Commando motorcycles. The 
Co-op has no right to make any 
products under the Triumph name other 
than those agreed to by contract with 
NVT. Finally, the agreement specifically 
stipulates that the Co-op may only serve 
as a supplier to Norton Villers Triumph, 
and cannot deal directly with either the 
industry at large or the public. 

A small number of Triumph twins 
left partially completed at the time of 
the Meriden closure have already begun 
to emerge from the reactivated assembly 
line. However, the Co-op anticipates 
that the changeovers necessary to bring 
its new machines into compliance with 
current U.S. motorcycle regulations will 
require six to eight months to achieve. 
In the meantime, the factory will place 
heavy emphasis on the production of 
spare parts. 

‘‘This agreement is an important 
milestone in the history of the British 
motorcycle industry," commented 
Dennis Poore, Chairman of the Board of 
МУТ, “апа I would not like there to be 
any doubt as to its significance. The 
18-month agony that we have finally 
brought to a close has done everyone in 
our industry — management and 
workers alike — great damage both at 
home and abroad. We must now set 
forth to repair that damage, and to find 
out if, on the one hand, ownership of a 
manufacturing facility by its workers 
will in fact result in heightened 
productivity, and if, on the other, we 
can together build upon the hard lessons 
we have learned in a spirit of renewed 
optimism and shared confidence in the 
future of the British motorcycle 
industry. I believe we can. And I believe 
we shall.” e 








Tiernan joins 
Norton Triumph 


Roger Stange, President of Norton 
Triumph Corporation, American: 


distributors of British-built 
Norton and Triumph motorcycles, 


announced an important addition to his 
company’s executive team. Effective 
April 1, 1975, Terry Tiernan, formerly 
Vice President/Motorcycle Division of 
Yamaha International, will join Norton 
Triumph as Vice President in charge of 
marketing. Tiernan, who is also now 
serving his second term as President of 
the American Motorcycle Association, 
will be responsible for Norton 
Triumph’s national sales. His duties will 
encompass sales, advertising, public 
relations, and dealer development for 
both Norton and Triumph as well as the 
company’s Top Gear line of motorcycle 
accessories. 

Bom in Bell, California, 43-year-old 
Terry Tiernan first discovered his 
affinity for motorcycles while still in 
high school. An uncle owned a 
motorcycle shop, and the attraction it 
held for young Terry led him to start 
racing bikes at the age of 17. He racedin 
amateur scrambles, motocross and 
cross-country events, but admits 
modesty, “I just got in the way of the 
pros." His experience then began a 
lifelong love of the sport that is in part 
responsible for Yamaha’s remarkable 
success in American motorcycle racing. 

But it was translating his love of 
motorcycling into actual sales that 
brought about Tiernan’s rapid rise 
within Yamaha. Beginning 12 years ago 
as a District Sales Manager, Terry 
quickly distinguished himself as a 
specialist in motorcycle sales at the 
dealer level. Building on that 
foundation, and never losing sight of the 
dealers’ importance to the company’s 
overall marketing strategy, Tiernan soon 
advanced to Regional Sales Manager. 
Continued success raised him to the 
position of Assistant Sales Manager, 
then Sales Manager, a title that included 
responsibility for advertising and public 
relations. In 1971, Yamaha promoted 
Tiernan to Vice President in charge of 
the company’s motorcycle division. 

“I’m really looking forward to joining 
Norton Triumph,” Tiernan said 
recently. “‘I feel there’s a real 
opportunity here. I first learned how to 
race on a great, old Matchless, so my 
affection for British bikes goes back a 
way. Over the years, I've admired the 
consistently fine British product, and 
have felt it's only a matter of time until 
their motorcycle industry comes back 
into its own again in the United States. 
It goes without saying that I think the 
time has now come, and I'm grateful for 
this opportunity to be a part of it. I feel 
strongly that we can put together a 
viable organizational team at Norton 
Triumph that will have great impact in 
the industy.” 

Terry Tiernan presently lives in El 
Toro, California, with his wife Pat and 
five children, ages five to 17. 

Joining Tiernan in the move from 
Yamaha will be Jerry Bartlett, presently 
Yamaha’s Assistant Sales Manager, and 
Bill Mason, the company’s Southem 
Regional Sales Manager. The two will 
fill similar jobs at Norton Triumph. Ф

like **Mudslinger" or *Mountain 
Master." If they did, however, we 
should like to recommend that the 
bike they build with a 438cc 
displacement engine be called the 440 
Magnum. In the right hands, it is just 
that devastating. 

Instead, with new candor and 
accuracy, Maico puts a little tank decal 
on what was formerly referred to as 
their '*450" that tells you this is the MC 
440. That is the only discernible 
external difference from the 400 
(386cc) Maico written about some 
issues ago in this newspaper. So, in 
telling you about our experiences with 
the 440, the only differences or 
distinctions, aside from bore size, are 
those of feeling. The Maico 440 does 
impart a very different feeling to the 
rider/racer. lt is feeling of being 
indomitable. It is also feelings of power, 
and control, and comfort, and of going 
fast slowly that few other machines, if 
any, can bring out from such a wide 
range of users. 

There is, of course, the power: a 
reasonably tuned 440 Maico produces 
45-47 horses worth with about 40 of it 
getting to the ground in large, useful 
pulses. The only change from the 400 is 
a bore that is 5mm larger and, 
sometimes, a consequent requirement 
for a slightly larger main jet in the 
36mm Bing carburetor. It is not 
explosive in feel, this power, because 
the Maico does a better job of getting its 
horsepower from engine to the rear 
Metzeler’s ground contact patch than 
any other 500 class motocross bike. The 
power and the acceleration it can 
produce are more like a very powerful, 
long spring uncoiling through thick oil: 
smooth and relentless. Just when it feels 
like all the power inherent in a 500 class 
production racer has been used up, the 
440 gives you more. There is that extra 
push that can make a lot of difference 
in your racing. It may be decisive power 
for an Expert. It is mistake-covering 
power for a Novice. 

Who can use this 440 power? A 
surprisingly wide variety of people. 
Maico factory riders can use it on the 
sodden sand tracks of the Low 
Countries in Europe. American Maico 
rider Steve Stackable can use it to better 
ensure himself holeshots on tight 
courses. A reasonably competent Novice 
can use that power to conquer any hill 
effortlessly and spend his time actually 
selecting good lines through sucking 
mud and loose sand rather than worry 
about just making it. Even the loosest, 
siltiest hill succumbs to the long stroke 
torque of the 440 engine. You find 
yourself spending an embarrassing 
amount of time riding in third gear and 
just using the throttle to speed up or 
slow with no lugging or surge in the 
motor. Maico is the last 500 class 
production motocrosser with oversquare 
engine dimensions. 

This power makes the 440 faster than 
the 400 only because it is marginally 
quicker in acceleration (though two feet 
at the first turn can be exactly the 
margin you need) and it can be geared 
higher to produce a faster top end 
speed. Those who rode the bike agreed 
that it is easier to go fast, with very 
little hassle, on a 440 Maico than any 
other motocross bike we knew about. 
There are other machines that are as 
fast; some that feel quicker, but they do 
it in very different ways which aren’t 
always as, well . . . nice. 

There is another thing about the 440 
Maico that first confounded and later, 


impressed, everybody who was exposed 
to this test bike: its reliability. After 
Maico manager C.H. Wheat provided the 
440 to us, it was ridden with increasing 
intensity for about three days to break 
in the box-fresh engine. There were no 
problems encountered and the brakes in 
their new alloy hubs were better than 
we remembered from the 400 
experience. Despite official warnings 
about checking for loose bolts and nuts 
after the break-in ride, the engine 
mounts stayed tight as did everything 
else except the cylinder stud nuts. So 
they were snugged down. 

Routine maintenance (chain, cleaning 
the Twin Air filter, tightening spokes as 
they bedded in) on the 440 was 
followed by entering it in the Soboba 
GP, an invitational event held on a 


Southern California Indian reservation. 
The race is 10 laps around a 14 mile 
course that is roughly 12 miles of 
motocross and hillclimbs with two miles 
of fire road. Malcolm Smith usually 
wins the event overall if his bike doesn't 
break. 

That race was as reasonable (or 
unreasonable, from another viewpoint) 
a test of a stock off-road racing 
motorcycle as can be conceived. 
Monster uphills, which the Maico saw 
only after hundreds of other bikes had 
churned them (due to a late entry and 
corresponding late start number), just 
got munched up under the 440. You 
didn't really have to break your race 
pace as the 440 was just up them and it 
was over. Miles of deep whoop-de-doos, 
both wet and dry, worked on the 
seven-inch travel Maico forks and the 
KONI shocks mounted for LTR 
suspension. The long, deeply-padded 
seat fit the body well and, over 110 
miles later, we were grateful. Whether or 
not there was really any traction on the 
course, the rear 4.50 Metzeler knobby 
would hook up and you were gone. 

The 440 Maico just kept on going as 
the overall bike-rider attrition rate 
seemed to soar to 50%. And it was easy 
to ride to the limit of your personal 
abilities, and then some. After 50 miles, 
you could bé bouncing down a stairstep 
downhill on the front forks and still 
have the time and equanimity to look 
ahead on the course for lines, or 
obstacles, or other riders, or pretty 
scenery. Maybe we liked it because it 
can be such a lazy man's motorcycle. 
It's an easy bike to ride. 

The Soboba GP test revealed some 
other things about the 440 Maico. The 
front forks are stiffer than you will 
remember from pre-LTR Maicos. They 
must be to counter the increased forces 
and weight transfer from moved up 
KONIs providing six inches of rear 
wheel travel in a heavily sprung 
condition. The stronger fork action 
becomes appreciated in front wheel 
landings from 10 feet dropoffs and 
further reveals its function in long 
stretches of whoop-de-doos. They don’t 
bottom. They don't top. They don't 
hammer your shoulders up to your ears. 

The Maico proved incredibly 
waterproof. It never missed an RPM 
through some very wet going as we 
passed others with less aquatic 
machines. It also proved thirsty. 
Nobody ever said that a 36mm Bing and 
438cc of displacement would give you a 
gas miser. Under the conditions of the 
Soboba course, which admittedly had 
much deep sand, the range was about 40 
miles to a tankful. Some riders will do 
better; some could have done a lot 
worse. The big tank holds 8.5 liters; the 
optional small one, 5.5 liters. 

Even with an oversize countershaft 
sprocket, the Maico could have used a 
fifth gear on the fire roads. If the rear 
sprocket had also been changed, maybe 
it wouldn't since the powerband covers 
the available four cogs very adequately. 
The footpegs are difficult to stay on 
when they're wet or the sole of your 
boot is wet, or both. They are nicely 
spring-loaded but too slippery. They're 


the second and final thing we'd replace. 

Maico gearboxes seem to have 
improved tremendously. Even 
desperation shifting didn't faze it. Each 
shift is slick-snick positive and smooth. 
It was virtually impossible to miss a 
shift even in panic situations. The throw 
is satisfying; just enough to reinforce 
the rider while allowing shifts with a 
rocking of the foot on the peg. 

The 440 Maico kept going faster 
during the race as it memorized the 
good lines and there was less traffic for 
it to contend with. Malcolm lapped us 
twice and won again. The 440 was 
running much looser and stronger by 
the end of the eight laps and neither 
bike nor rider were as happy as 
traditionally we should have been that it 
was all over. The 440 Maico really grows 
on you while not demanding too much 
of you. The big, black bazooka pipe 
makes it very nice and quiet — street 
legal quiet, in fact. Hooray for that. 

Two days later, the mud was hosed 
off and it started on the second kick. 
Lots of “ooohs” and “ahhhs” from the 
assembled skeptics. After you hose it, 
drain and dry the mag case and the 
Bing. We rode it another four hours that 
day. 

It was ridden and raced some more 
for about a month after its first outing 
on a motocross track, until a butted 
seam on the bottom of the fiberglass 
tank started leaking hi-test and BelRay 
lubricant all over the floor of the garage 
one balmy afternoon. That was the only 
mechanically contrary thing that 
happened to the 440 during the more 
than a month we had it. Wouldn't it be 
nice if everybody could say that about 
their new motocrosser? There were no 
Maico-breako jokes around this 440. 
They kind of died unborn. if anybody 
thought of them. 

The things that people like or don't 
like about a 400 Maico, they will like or 
not like about the 440. Makes sense 
because they share the same chassis, 
suspension, transmission and running 


ar. 

The chassis is acknowledged as being 
the best in performance. Ours was free 
from flex or cracks. It should be: 
chrome-moly steel is tough stuff. 
Handlebars, grips, and control levers will 
be sorted out by the individual racer to 
suit himself, just like with all other 
bikes and racers. We didn't like the 
Magura grips; could learn to race a 
Maico with the stock bars and levers. 
Radelli rims are too soft for a 500 class 
bike. Everybody used to criticize Maicos 
because they had sloppy-looking 
fiberglass. Now Maicos have very good 
fiberglass and everybody criticizes 
Maico for having fiberglass at all. 
“Alloy” and “plastic” are the current 
magic ingredients on motocross 
machinery. Maico will probably get 
around to it, like they have on their 
works bikes. But first appreciate them 
for already giving you the frame and 
suspension and basic engine from the 
“works” bikes. Then, if you feel the 
need, go buy a plastic tank. Understand 
that the Germans, especially the Maisch 
brothers, will not be rushed into 
something because it’s a new model 
year. It’s the basic difference between 
showroom flash and motocross track 
performance. 

One of the testing riders looked at 
the Maico 440 for the first time and, 
happily, avoided the usual remarks like 
“*Teutonic angularity,’’ “ugly 
functionalism," and other testing rider 
aphorisms. He merely looked at it fora 
while, focusing on no particular thing 
but taking in the radial sand cast fins on 
the cylinder and head, the lean, minimal 
frame and the rubber-booted forks, and 
said half-grinning, “You know, that 
thing looks intimidating. There’s some 
kind of psychological advantage in just 
showing up at the start line with one of 
these things.” 

And that was before he’d even kiket 
it over.

80 rough miles of 
Murphy desert dicin'

MURPHY, IDAHO, MAR. 23 

The Northwest Rams MC's latest 
event, an 80 miler for LM.A. 
points, was run in the rugged 
Idaho desert country on a newly- 
designed course composed of 
sandwashes, sagebrush flats and big, big 
hills. It was, as was expected, a hard 
fought contest from beginning to end. 
The iead changed several times during 
the course of the event and it wasn't 
until the final lap that the winner was 
decided. 

The Rams' 80 was expected to be a 
struggle between Rolf Tibblin (who was 
no-show due to his Mint 400 injury) and 
ISDT star Bill Uhl with variables like 
Preston Gerber (Bul) Dave Newell 
(Hus), Bob Sward (Hus) and other fast 
dudes from the Intermountain region. 
As it turned out, fast and steady Cotton 
Guio from Big Piney, Wyoming passed

Uhl on the last lap to take the lead and 
the win. 

Guio had been riding near the front 
of the pack throughout the race while 
Boise motocross ace Larry Buffington 
on a 400 Yamaha MX diced with Uhl 
for the lead. Larry was in first on the 
initial lap with Uhl grabbing the lead on 
the second one. Buffington was slowed 
down by the infamous Yamaha 
“Ejection Tank” and had to stop for a 
couple of minutes to put the fuel 
container back on the bike. He caught 
back up to Uhl on the third lap and the 
pair ran side by side (and WFO!) 
through the sagebrush for the majority 
of that lap. Billy took firm hold on first 
place when he and Larry tried to 
occupy the same space at the same time 
and the Yamaha rider was bounced out 
into the sagebrush. The crash slowed 
Buffington down considerably and he 
limped in to finish 82nd with his face 
showing signs of “hillside massage.” 

Cotton Guio, meanwhile, had been 
slowly and steadily gaining on Uhl's 175 
Can-Am. With only about five miles left 
in the race, Guio made his move in a 
long, long sandwash. His 360 Husky 
pulled the little Can-Am handily and 
Bill's hardest charging wasn't enough to 
get back past the Wyoming rider before 
the finish. Cotton Guio was last seen 
pushing his bike from the finish line 
with a can or two of Miller Beer in his 
belly and another can in his hand. The 
race-minded beer company donated 
trophies as well as free suds for the 
event. 

The action back in the pack was just 
as fast and furious as it was up front. 
Dan Muller (Hon) rode balls-to-the-wall 
for the full 80 miles to finish sixth 


overall and first 125. An admirable 
accomplishment on the demanding 
course. Cotton’s brother, Tag Guio 


(Hus) nailed down an eighth overall and 
was third 250. Ron Dillon (Yam) put on 








his usual brilliant display of riding and 
came across the line in fifth and second 
250. The first Novice in was Open class 
rider Dave Carey down in 24th place. 
There were, all told, 134 finishers out of 
237 starters. 


The toll of DNFs included some of 
the big names in Idaho desert racing. 
Preston Gerber (Bul) took a bad spill 
early in the race and suffered a painful 
collarbone break. One of the course 
sweepers picked him up shortly after it 
happened and was giving Preston a ride 
back to the pits on the back of his bike. 
The pain was just more than Gerber 
could handle and he had to wait for a 
truck to come out and bring him in. 
Desert racing in Idaho won’t be the 
same with Preston Gerber out of the 
hunt for a couple of months. 


Other than the injuries, the usual 
variety of mechanical ailments put some 
of the more famous (infamous?) local 
riders out of contention. Big, bad 
Layton Kite was trying out his brand 
new desert Bultaco and came to the 
conclusion (a couple of blown seals 
later) that he’s going to need to go toa 
stouter shock. Kite weighs well over 200 
pounds. John Morris Larsen (resident 
folk hero) likewise DNF’d but not 
before he stopped to rebuild a couple of 
different guys’ bikes and give someone a 
ride back in. 


In the "those-who-finished- 
regardless-of-where" department, 
names to remember include Debbie 
Rush (Suz and Bill Uhl's chick), third 
Powder Puffer, Bob (he crashed trying 
to do a cross-up for the camera) 
Bosserman, 39th overall and the arch 
rivalry of all time... Rodney Colton 
nal and Wayne "Luther" McCutcheon 
Hus). Dicing for 100th overall position, 
Rod passed Luther on “a baaaad 
downhill." Colton wound up 99th and 
McCutcheon was 118th.

Muddy Rainier

PUYALLUP, WASH., MAR. 16 

The Second Annual Rainer Inter- 
national Motorcycle Dealer’s Chal- 
lenge Team Motocross Race 
(whew!) was the largest semi- 
professional and amateur event in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

537 riders represented 67 shops from 
Canada and the Western States. Each 
team was allowed one rider in each of 
11 Amateur and three Pro classes. The 
top six finishers from each team were 
scored. 

Milwaukie Yamaha from Milwaukie, 
Oregon scored 2300 team points to 
walk away with $500 first place team 
money, the Team Trophy, and a Rainier 
team jersey for each rider. 

Gary Racca (Mall Honda, Tacoma), 
Rick Weidman (Ski Hut Honda,

Having toured the country riding the 
National Series last year 1 can't 
understand why trials in Los Angeles 
need to be so “one lined,” tight and 
dangerous in order to take points from 
riders. In trials all over the country they 
manage most of the time to take points 
away from top riders and still have 
multiple line sections which are not 
hazardous. 

I can’t see why the great deal of 
effort that went into that trial couldn’t 
have been pointed in a different 
direction. It was the first trial in my five 
years of riding that I did not finish out 
of pure disgust and concern.

What does it take to leave 
Southern California's nice, soft 
cocoon of sun, surf and easy 
money for a place where the only 


certainty is uncertainty, where 
rain and muddy tracks are a stand- 
ard fixture, and the only thing 
that comes easily is poverty? In 
the case of Scott Autrey, it takes a very 
intense, slender 21-year-old who looks 
and acts years older — a professional 
speedway rider willing to hang 
everything on the chance of being the 
first American World Titleist in two 
decades. 


After finishing second in the 1972 
U.S. Championship, his third season 
here, Scott took the plunge, knowing 
he'd need all his resources, plus 
tremendous luck, to stay afloat in the 
high-pressure world of British League 
racing. Talking easily, almost eagerly, he 
tried to describe it for us: 








don't realize is how tough the 
competition really is in Europe. Every 
country has good speedway riders, every 
place has its own character. The style 
often reflects on the country ... The 
Russians — they’re full-bore, hard riders. 
The Swedes, they’re foxy — crafty — 
and very good. You wouldn’t expect it, 
as speedway’s not that big a sport there, 
but they have eight, maybe ten world 
class riders.” 

“The bikes are so even, you make one 
mistake and you'll get passed. There are 
only a couple of good lines at most of 
the tracks. As to set-up, there's no 
formula, you've got to find what suits 
you best.” 

Asked about style of riding, Scott 
said, "Again, it's totally different. Here, 
except for your entry, you slide nearly 
straight up and down. On the European 
tracks, it's more of a driving style, the 
bike laid over, the front and rear wheels 
more nearly lined up." He showed us a 
couple of news photos from British 
papers to illustrate. We remarked that 
that seemed to be exactly the way Chris 
Pusey had been attacking the Costa 
Mesa oval the night of March 7, and that 
each time, it sent him wobbling out 
toward the wall. 



















"You can't compare any track here 
with the ones over there,” he says. “In 
length they run 370 to 440 yards, some 
are D-shaped, most are narrow, there’s 
not as much room to work. The surfaces 
are generally rough and ‘deeper’. Of 
course the speeds much higher. I spent 
my first season just learning the tracks 
and getting into life over there." 

“What most people in this country

“Yes, that actually surprised me,” 
Scott explained. “Chris adapted much 
better last year. Something was wrong. 
You know, I’ve ridden against all of 
those guys and they’re the best in the 
world, but you’d never have known it. 
Costa Mesa is the smallest track in the 
world by about 200 yards. You try to 
beat Pusey at Belle Vue and it’s 
different — almost impossible.” 

“Costa Mesa has a good show, a good 
atmosphere. It’s good for the spectators, 
sort of intimate... The perfect track, 
at least what I'd like to see, would be 
370 to 380 yards, with a good cushion, 
to European standards. The Astrodome 
was closer to what the Europeans were 
used to, 300 or 320 yards." 

As we talked, with Spidge, the 
English bulldog Scott picked up in 
Lincolnshire a year and a half ago, 
nuzzling about between us, puffing and 
blowing as only an English bull can, 
continuing to compare two different 
worlds, Scott mused, “You know, I 
wonder if our lifestyle doesn’t hurt us 
(speaking of world championship 
prospects)... we tend to play much 
harder than any other nation. I think 
the lifestyle over there is what does it 
for those guys.” 

“Few realize how hard it is just to 

live. The average postal worker or 
fireman makes $80 a week. And 
gasoline is over $2 a gallon, cigarettes $2 
a pack.” 
CN: “How are you paid, does your 
contract set out a salary, bonus, what?” 
Scott: “We get $7 a point, $5 a start. 
That’s $150 or so if you score max. You 
can't afford to miss a start. You're 
expected to handle everything yourself. 
You own your own bike, load it, unload 
it, clean it, maintain it, warm it up, ride, 
maybe get home at four or five a.m., get 
some sleep, and begin preparing all 
over." 

**One week we left for 

zechoslovakia on a Thursday night, 
drove two days, got there Saturday 
hight. We raced Sunday and Monday, 
hen flew to Sweden for matches 
uesday and Wednesday. Back home, I 
as to ride a league match Friday." 

Without a good home base, no 
American could adapt to the rigorous 
ifestyle in so short a time. Scott freely 
hdmits to his incredible good fortune in 


finding a berth with Ken Middleditch 
and family. “It’s part of the reason I've 
done well. They're a terrific family. Ken 
used to team captain Poole — he's 48, 
now. They have two boys, Steve, the 
oldest, manages the family 
fish-and-chips shop; Neil rides second 
division." 

"Living with them, it helped me get 
on my feet, there's no doubt." Scott 
started out wedging his bike in the 
trunk of a 1968 English Ford, put 
53,000 miles on the little sedan, just 
driving about England during the 
season. Now, he has a proper trailer and 
good equipment. Bell Helmets and ABC 
leathers are helping out, as is Joe 
Kubicek of South Bay Cycle. He has 
one bike garaged at home in California, 
and two complete machines in England 
with one spare engine. He's building a 
long tracker for a few sand track 
meetings, and has a Weslake engine on 
order. 

“Weslake has injected some interest, 
there's no doubt. But they do cost as 
much as a complete Jawa, about $1000 
in England." 

So now it's back to England for Scott 
Autrey. He may get a place of his own 
this year. He may stay on to do some 
ice racing. "I want to hang out with 
those guys a month or two, do 
something different." 

Different, too, will be a fling at sand 
track, riding at 100 mph average speeds 
on mile tracks. ““You know, for a 500cc 
single, that's flat moving." He'll use any 
opportunity to race in the major 
speedway countries: Denmark, Sweden, 
Scotland, West Germany, 
Czechoslovakia. ‘““The money’s bad in 
Czechoslovakia. I do it solely for 
experience. If there’s a world final over 
there, I'll be ready.” 

If there's a world final — that's the 
driving force in Scott's life now. Talking 
about last year’s qualifiers: “I'd had a 
tough schedule during the week, and 
was exhausted at Wembley (site of the 
European semi-final). Still, I felt good in 
practice, even though I got in trouble — 
hit a bump and got the wheel in the 
alr. 
“The first race, I was third... It was 
a bit wet. I still wasn’t too worried, I 
only needed eight points to make the 
final. The next race, I gated first, got 


ridden into the fence trying to go 
around Olsen. The countershaft gear 
broke right in half — something I’ve 
never heard of — broke both chains and 
messed up the cases pretty bad.” 

“With my spare bike, I was next out 
there with those crazy Russians, getting 
run into. There’s no excuses, really, but 
it’s a disappointment, you know. The 
only American in 20 years... some 
never get that far.” 

With shots at the title postponed 
until fall, it’s back to the regular season, 
riding for the Exeter Falcons. “Our 
track’s bigger than most, 443 yards with 
wide, sweeping corners. It’s fast, we do 
a 57 mph lap from a standing start, a 
four lap heat in 67 or 68 seconds. You 
have to ride the fence, it’s all white 
painted steel plate. When you hit it 
sparks fly everywhere. It’s a good 
track. os. 

*"What you have to get is that 
consistency ...get those nine or 10 
points nearly every meeting. League 
riding teaches you to come into a place 
where you know that Lome riders 
practice four days a week, where they're 
practically invincible, and zap those 
guys... With the exception of the Poles 
in '73, I can't think of a world 
champion since '65 who has not come 
up from British league...” 

"We run in the rain so much, you 
can't ride without a helmet peak 
(duckbill). You'll notice," referring to 
an album photo, “we all have these little 
flickers on our helmets (small plexiglass 
flip-shields on the tip of the duckbill — 
Jeff Sexton has used one occasionally 
here). Tear-offs are next to useless. 
When it’s raining and you’re trying to 
pass, you try to get under them... to 
stay out of the spray.” 

“The cloth caps on the helmets are to 
identify the rider. You get so covered 
up, the spectators wouldn’t know who 
you were. Heat leaders wear red, that’s 
traditional. They’re good guys, seven 
and a half points average or better. Each 
team is allowed no more than three.” 
The average Scott speaks of is the 
“green sheet” average of points per 
meeting, based on three points for a 
win, two for a second, and one for a 
third. “Out of 36 matches, you get four, 
maybe five rides a night. You can't 
afford to drop a single race.” 





Home base is in this grand vicarage on an 18th century estate — “part of the reason Ive done well.”” 





Exeter came up from relative 
obscurity to the league championship 
during Autrey’s tenure there. “We used 
to finish 15th, 14th, but this year we 
did it." And Scott, whose average last 
year was 8.7 to 8.8 points, sometimes as 
high as nine, was a key factor. 
According to British rules, the league is 
empowered to equalize team strengths 
by forcing transfers of top-rated riders 
to weaker teams. 

CN: “Now that you are scoring highly 
enough to be a heat leader, does this put 
you in danger of being traded?” 

Scott: "Yes, it does. I don't agree with 
it, I think that if a promoter has spent 
the money and the trouble to get 
someone good, he should be able to 
keep him. But they could do it, now 
that we (Exeter) are up in the standings. 
Luckily, we only lost one rider this 
year." 

And Scott would mind being forced 
to move. “Exeter’s down south from 
the other tracks. It’s my favorite part of 
England, my favorite people.” 

CN: “Are you going to become a citizen 
there?" 

Scott: “No. I've never thought of 
myself as anything but an American, 
you know. I wear the flag in 
competition, and all of it. I still feel 
100% Yank.” 

It’s because of this feeling that Scott 
is disappointed that he’s been excluded 
from riding either the U.S. 
Championship or the test match series 
for the U.S. side. The California-based 
SRA’s position is that berths in these 
matches are earned in regular season 
competition, and Scott can’t qualify 
without being here to eam enough 
points. Catch 22. 

Whatever the reasons for his being 
virtually ignored in his home ground, 
Scott's sights are fixed once again on 
the world qualifying rounds. Two 
Americans will be seeded at the 
European Inter-continental level this 
year. Qualifiers for the two berths will 
be held in England pitting the two 
Americans already there (Autrey and 
Gresham) against top scoring U.S. riders 
in a series of test matches. Asked if he 
thinks his long-track experience gives 
him a decided advantage, Scott won't 
talk. He just smiles. e

Hot set-up for 125 Pentons 


I own a 1974 125cc Penton. My 
experience with KTMs imported to the 
U.S.A. has been that they are under 
carbureted. My machine is fitted with a 
27.5mm Bing model 5.3. I would like to 
know the modification and adjustments 
to the carb that would bring it to Bing 
model V84 specification, preferably 
30mm. Or should I simply start with a 
new model V84 and enlarge the 
manifold. I do not have G.S. porting 
mods on the engine but would 
appreciate detail drawings to modify 
and clean up my ports. Please bear in 
mind that I wish to adapt the 30mm 
V84 Bing. 

I run enduro and occasionally 
motocross and am interested foremost 
in reliability.

The Sachs engine, when it's built 
right, takes no back seat to any bike on 
the market; and for you riders that still 
prefer the Sachs engine they have a new 
one that will be out shortly, even 
stronger than the G.S. 

Let's take your problem and start 
with the carb. The Bing Model 53 carb 
is a little bit small, (slide wise) to bore 
to a full 30mm bore. The biggest you 
can go is 28.5 and still get it to perform 
right. 

The 30mm V84 carb will be the best 
carb for you to use but will set you 
back a touch over $60 and another $5 
for necessary jets. With the V84 carb 
you need to have as spare jets a 276 and 
a 273 needle jet, pilot jets 25, 30, and 
35, main jets from 130 to 165. These 
jets will let you tune your bike for any 
track that you may ever want to race 
on. 
If you’re short on bucks you can 
modify your stock carb and it will 
handle your needs very well but not 
quite as well as the V85. 

First, even though you can bore the 
stock carb to 28.5mm I don’t 
recommend it because of dependability 
and tuning problems that you may run 
into. Stay with 28mm for the bore size. 

A lathe will be necessary to bore the 
carburetor. The first step is to chuck a 
piece of one and three-eighth inch bar 
stock in a _ three-jaw chuck. Next 
machine an area approximately one inch 
long to a diameter over which the carb 
will just slip on. Now before the boring 
is done the jet block and the atomizer 
tube must be removed. (See drawing.) 

Mount the carb on the fixture that 
we just made and tighten the carb clamp 
to hold it in place for the machining. 
Use a dial indicator and be certain that 
the original bore of the carb is running 
true. With the carb properly set up, 
proceed with the boring. When boring is 
finished, remove all sharp edges and 
thoroughly clean the carburetor before 
you put it back on the bike. 

Now let’s massage the cylinder and 
head a little for some more ponies. 
Modifications should be made only to 
engines in top condition. The cylinder 
and piston should be miked and if the 
clearance is over .005 then the cylinder 
should be bored to the next over size 
after you get through porting it. 

When you rebore a cylinder, set it up 
with .0015, run it in easy for about one 
hour, then pull it down and check for 
high spots. This is the best way. If you 
don’t have time to break it in this way, 
then make it .002 to .0025 and give it a 
short break-in before racing. If you’re 
plumb out of time and going straight 
out to the track from the shop with no 
break-in, better go for .003 or you 
might wind up with a one-piece engine. 

The diagrams show the stock cylinder 





Remove and make port 
round for TT & short 
track ONLY. 


length and port dimensions when work 
is completed. Do not leave square 
cornered ports: a minimum radius of 
one-fourth should be left. Bevel 
horizontal edges of ports where they 
open into the cylinder. This will prevent 
the rings from hooking the edge of the 
ports and breaking. 

After porting is completed mill the 
head 1.5mm (.060) for race tracks 
under 3000 feet altitude. For race 
tracks of 3000 feet or higher, mill the 
head 2.0mm (.080). With G.S. heads 
don’t mill them. They’re on the shaky 
side as they are. 

With all the porting done and the 
head remachined, assemble the engine 
and torque the head down using 21 to 
22 ft./Ibs. 

With the engine back together check 
the timing and reset it to 3.0 to 3.3mm 
BTDC for MX or enduro. For TT or 
short track set 2.5 to 2.9mm BTDC. 

For spark plugs I recommend Bosch. 
For trail riding a W240T1 to W260TI 
will work the best. For the average race 
track where a cold plug is needed, use a 
W280MI plug. If you're going to be flat 
out for long periods of time use 
W290T16 or W310T16 racing plugs. 
These cost $4.85 each but are well 
worth it. They’re cheaper than $30 for a 
piston. 

If you're going to be real serious you 
might think about replacing the rod 
with a rod assembly out of a 175 KTM 
Penton. Broken rods make a big, big 
mess out of things when they come 
apart at 10,000 RPM. Note: If you use a 
175 Penton rod assembly be sure that 
you use your crankpin because it's a 
tapered pin while the Penton isn't. 

Jetting your carb if you bored it out 
to the 28mm size, I'd start with a 276 
needle jet, a 45 pilot and a 150 main jet. 
If you replaced it with the V84 Bing 
30mm start off with a 276 needle jet, 
35 pilot and 155 main jet. 

With either carb, when you start 
tuning set the needle clip in the middle 
notch and the air screw one-quarter to 
one-half turn out till you get it close 
then fine line it with these last two 
adjustments. 

As far as complete carbs or parts I 
guess I'm the only one that carries a full 
inventory of Bing carbs and parts.

For a fact, the 36mm Bing will give 
you increased horsepower. The only 
place I know that you can get one to fit 
your stock Honda intake is from me, 
because the carb has to be machined to 
fit. 

Better check your compression 
before you mill your head or you might 
get the pings. About 160 pounds is all 
you need. 

Go easy on the porting, just a nice 
cleanup will probably be enough for 
you. Maybe install one of the new 
Forgetrue pistons. 








Fun and Fast makes skid plates for 
the Hondas and you can have your local 
Honda dealer order one for you. 

MT gears are the gears out of the 
enduro bike and I think that it is a wide 
ratio gear set. For what it would cost 
you to replace the gearbox I don't think 
it would be worth the expense. (Ed.

Waffle iron 


I own a 1974 Rickman 250 VR 
motocrosser. The engine has straight 
type finning on the cylinder and head, 
what I would like to know, is there any 
differences between the waffle-finned 
engine and the kind I have. 

I read your article on the Rickman 
VR in a Cycle News issue. It was very 
helpful for I also had woodruff key 
problems. 

I basically use my Rickman VR for 
fast cow trailing and fun riding. I would 
appreciate any help on making it run 
stronger, without the reed valve set up 
or without the radical 30 horsepower 
porting.

Гуе checked these two engines out 
very closely and there is no difference in 
them that I can find. Now I don't know 
about the new V-75 because I haven't 
seen the inside of one, yet. The reed 
didn't make the engine radical, in fact it 
made it easier to ride than it was stock. 
Look closely at the dyno chart and you 
can see that it had more torque and 
more horsepower everywhere. Also the 
power curve was flatter. The only other 
thing that I could do for you if you 
don't want to go to a reed engine would 
be to build you a pipe. 


Yammy whammy 


I have a Yamaha 360 MX and would 
like to know a few things (1) how far up 
should I move the shocks without 
changing the top mounting? (2) The 
shocks I have now don’t have much 
travel. I would like to get longer ones, 
how long should I get them? (3)I 
weigh about 220 pounds, what weight 
of spring should I get for a moderately 
firm ride? (4) The forks aren't stiff 
enough. Should I get heavier oil, or 
stiffer springs? (5) The bike smokes a 
lot. Should I get new jets? If so what 
number of jet should I get? Are there 
amy inexpensive engine modifications?

(1) When you move the bottom of the 
shock you must retain a half-inch 
trail or you will bend the stems of 
the shocks. 

(2) You could use a Cumutt shock, 
which can be made with as much 
travel as you want and as long as 
you need so that they won't let the 
tire bottom. out in the fender or 
frame. y 

(3)1f you use Curnutt shocks, 
he will recommend the spring weight 
that fits you. Give Curnutt a call and 
explain your problem to him. He's 
good people and will help you out. 
Phone (714) 367-9179. 

(4) Stiffer springs would be the right 
way to go, or make a one inch 
spacer for each tube and put it on 
top of the springs you have now. 
Refill your forks with Molly Blue 
Heavy. 

(5) Sounds like you are on the rich side, 
alright. Remove your main jet, it's in 
the middle of your carb and right at 
the bottom. Look at the number on 
the side of it and go down one step 
from what is stamped on that jet at 
first. Then take a plug reading after 
a full-throttle run. You want the 
plug to be a nice, light brown color. 

(6) Sorry, horsepower costs money, but 
the Yamaha cylinders are not the 
smoothest finish on the market, so 
polishing up all the ports will help 
some. While you're in there, lower 
the intake .040 but don't raise the 
exhaust port. It's almost too much 
now and with your weight you 
might be in trouble (no torque).
